Critics of the Underwood t<> tax ii 
comes in excess of 95,000 enjoyed by "person!

they are not doing business. 

A bill is pending; in Congress i)roviding foi 
a new Industrial Commission to incjuire -into 
the general condition of labor in the principal 
industries in the United States, the relations 
between employers and employee, methods for 
adjusting labor diipntes, and other matters 
connected with the industrial situation. ' 

According to the New York Tribune, the 
twelve countries having trade unions organist 
tions have a total population of more than 
847,000,000, but the total number of trades 
unions niembeis in them is only a trifle more 
tlian 10,000,000. In the I'nited States they 
are only thirty in the thousand of population.

same people can discover no inij)ropriety in 
foieign manufacturers and importers doing the 
same thing. 

The testimony of au ofti< ial of the Federal 
{Sugar Kefining Company of \e\v \oik before 
the Senate Finance Conwiiittcf developed the 
fact that the "sugar trust" wants free sugar. 
The witness admitted that the eompany which 
he represented "was paying for the free sugar 
propaganda and was a leading advocate of 
the measure." The witness also '^agreed with 
the Republican members that enactment of the 
bill would wipe out the entire domestic pro- 
duction of Sugar." 

Beferring to the scheme of Representative 
Lindbergh, of Minnesota (who is a native of 
Sweden) to abolish the United States Senate 
and the o£Boe of Vice President, the New 
Orleans Picayune says: "Representative Be^ 
ger, the Socialist member from Wisconsin, 
who has already offered a resolution to abolish 
the United States Senate, is a foreigner, horn 
in Austria-Hungary. Thus it is that the 
foreigners, who are gradually taking charge of 
the country, will teach the ignorant and Bar> 
barian Americans what sort of a governmental 
ayatom they should have." 

Hon, Sereno E. l*ayue, who agrees with 
many opponents of the free sugar bill that it 
is in the interests of the "sugar trmt," says: 
"The moat foolish thing I ha\'e seen yet, is 
this Democratic notion that jon eno give the 
lieople cheaper sogar by making sugar free.
